The Approachiug Struggle. 

Never in the history of tWa colony has 
ilB Legielaturo boon conrened nnder 
ciroumBtances oalouUted to impart bo 
mach interest and importance m those

Sossioua there-have been In i^hioh iasneB

cern tho entire colony, if not the nation 
of which if forms an infiDlteBitnal part.

It must bo adaiittod, it has boon paino 
lully lelt that Logielativo procoodings 
have hitherto been little belter, than a 
faroo. Undor moro favorable~6pDaition8 
a house composed of two-Wii'da Govern- 
lOfnlLiOffioials could not bo expected to 
.thBAiVOry independent body. But here, 
■ i"*with a deapotic form of government, 
^ where the will of tho Governor can 
moke and unnaako counciUora, the cnao 
jk;ey,ep:: wbrao. On al,t::Mftte;i.nmout 
qdtfStiona — and somehow most'imporH 
tdikKqa^^tjons have asjomed tho form 
■of I Government raeaHurea— voting in the 
House has, ofcourso, been a humiliating 
farcB, a more matter of 'Simon says 
thumbs up.' Tho representative members 
might ' have their say,* they mii^hi 
protest, they might even go to tho 
avextetit of- withdrawing in a body, as 
•' was done upon one occasion during tho 
"last session ; but they were only sneered 
•;"at for thoir pains. Legislation went 
' on only the more smoothly for their 
absence. Perhaps, of all the phases 
presented by our hybrid Liegitilaiuro 

■ the moat painful was tbut of ' Voting 
iitho Supplies.* To witaesa members o 

^^Cho Government not only voting them 

■ aelvOB additional salaries, bnt standing 
up in their places in the House and 
pitoously pleading for more in the form 
ofallovvances, was a sight but too well 
oalealated td'bring the entire Govorn- 

«»iftSnt^ihTd'af8fa7'6r'and'^'o5Dtompt. To 
Bueh"'a length w.i8 this 'little gamo ' of 
irfftffig palarios and increasing allow~ 

*'anceB and pickings carried that one 
official who started with £250 a year 
found hia income growing till it reached 
the handaontto Agttre -of, £l,&OQ.. . Al- 
though i^eWe U^emHdrhhmiiae 
that any constitutional improvemoni 
t has been made either in the composition 
of llio House or in the form or our 
Government, yet we venture to think 
that the working of these institutions 
will be 'grestiyameliorated under tho 
mnnagometft of the presout Governor. 
In all probability, he has not tho power 
to introduce a larger representative 
into the Legislative (Jonncil, but he has 
the power to render more elTectivo tho 
modicum of representation the people 
now posseas. He )Caa \mA«! 'ja r reality 
of what is now a Bha'm. It is question- 
able whether the offlclar members nill 
not be relieved from the delicate service 
of voting upon their own salaries. In 
any event, wo are not without hopo 
that there will be fewer salariea to vote 
Upon. Tho country expects that, what" 
ever else may be left undone, the Gover- 
nor will divert to mnch needed and 
highly fe^rbduotlv'e' "colonial works a 
portion of that stream of revenuo which 
has HO long uuinterjoptpdly flawed into 
tlio Boomingly bot't^mlesa breeches 
pockets cf the officialdom. If be does 
this the colonists will look witb a lenient 
eye upon everything else. If he does 

.notdo this all else will utterly fail to 

"'satisfy public expectation and public 
neeJ. Altogether, apart from impending 
oonstitutional cliangos, a sweeping mea- 
sure of roironchmeut is ezpacled ' at 
the hands of the present Governor. 

■io Bpoon late upon the probable form in 
which th^'-^iieniofa'df qniestions— Coum 
federation— wiU ooiniB before the Legis- 
lature would flcaroely tend to much 
nrotit. In little more than a fortnight 
public anxiety on that score will in all 
probability be set at rest; bnt wo have 
not yet been able to diTesl, ourselvea of 
the conviction'thattlie people are remiss 
in thoir duty in not making tho condi« 
lions upon which this colony must enter 
the Dominion tho subject of discussion 
and roBolutiouising. it is greatly to bo 
regroUed that tho unoflioial ^membera, 
Duon whom so much reeporiBibility mnst 
devolve in regard to this questioD.should 
in some iusiancos go to tho House 
presumably ignorant of the views and 
wishes of their own conBtituentc. One 
Bubjoct of very ^roat importanoo which 
is certain to occupy tho attention of the 
LegiMaluro ia that of 'K'^j^H'^H*'^'' 
and wo aro greatly ml8tftKen*if tbd rep"* 
reaentative members ot all events will 
not be prepared to act with greater do 
termination to attain some practical 
•results during this than during any 
previous bcssion. There must bo no 
more attoropts at cramming- inoperative 
bills, cooked up in the Colonial Offlec, 
down tho throats of the peoples ropre- 
seatatives. Tho time has arrived when 
individual iutorosta and nice pomlB of 
nersonul otiquotto must b» madu to yiold 
[otho public good. Very goMcrai ro. 
irrot will bo felt on aooount of tho ina< 
bility of His Jixotllonoy to open the 
Lagislature in person, both on his owii 
ucoount and iu tho goaorul inioreat, and 
the oolonislK will doubtless be prepared, 
injudgi.ig of tho Uovornor'fl pohcy, to 
muko considerable allowance on acoount 
ot tho nnfoi tunato poaiUoa in which ho 
bAB been plaood. 



Opening of tiie French ChaBbers— 
The Emperor — Bochefort — The 

Mobi 

Ad American, wtiiing from Paris, (?iveB 
the loilowing account of the opening of tho 
French Chambers, whioh, in view of the ro- 
ceal tragic avoot in Paris, poBseBtes more 
Iban ordinary interest: 

ProciBBly al 1, in Iho direction olthe Tuil- 
eries, I hoard a blare of trumpets, and loolt- 
ing op I saw from the central pavilion of iho 
psiaee a soldieriWaviDK the flag; of the coun- 
try. Immediately followiug came the oon- 
cuBiion' of a heavy disobarge of artillery 
stationed at tho lavalidoe, about two miles 
distant. All Paris was thus adviaod that Ibo 
Emperor was eu route. A faint bozza and 
the unaasy aqrging o( the crowd beyond, ad" 
vised ma that the supremo moment was near. 
First a squad of boiaemen,.tbea two or tbtee 
carriages ' with ooQupanta^^' tba horses gaily 
decked and the vebioles trimmed with goh). 

• There he is !' shouted a few. ' No, no 1' 
QDBwored the police and others. Another 
detachment ot calvary, followed by a coaob 
of glass. *and Koid, drawn by mDjeaticall; 
uompaii's'pnad Bleeds, the driver and footmon 
BbiniDj; pjorgeoasly in tbfir gold laoe and 
other linaelrj. Loud cbeera aTOie , around 
me, and peering over the beads io^ront I 
B4W the Emperor, a ituntish. looking man, 
with thin grey hair, seated eafily in the car- 
riage, dreaiod in Bold.or'fl uniform and Ira - 
qaeotly lilting bia hat to the moltitudes. Be- 
aide him sat a little, gentle-faced boy, the 
Prince, who also ackaowiedged the cheers by 
raiiiog bis bat. I stood with a little knot of 
AmcrioaoB. and we all felt disappointed at 
the apparent lack ol eothuBiiism in the 
orowil. Ouoo, io fad', we gavu a lioorly 

• Vive I' EmjHreur!' to show tbam our res- 
pect for the brave man who was paiaing by. 
for however rauob oar demooratio inetiDcia 
may rovoll at the abstract Imperial tyranny, 
and however mach wa may feel like deriding 
suob glaring pomp as marked the corfege 
that passed before as, wa canLot restraia oar 
admiration of so wiae and intrepid a ralcMi 
Napoleon III. 

His Majesty pasted on and onterad tho 
grand Hall of tho Lovure, where he delivered 
Ilia short address of not moro than fifteen 
miouiea roailioK, aad then returned by tho 
aarao route to tlie ruileries. From Mioistar 
Washburn, who was presaol ut lha dulivcy 
of tho address, I loam that tlio Emperor 
read it in a full, roond tone, with graat 
deliberation and eiapb&ais. At one . point la 
it whore bo said, ' France is anxioai for li- 
berty, but accompanied by order; for the 
latter 1 answer,' the obeering was immBnae. 
Another inoiiieot is of some interait. Wboo 
Iho Ueputies ware aonoanccd and tho oatno 
of Hoobefort callad, tbero was a very de- 
cided laugh of derision in the Aasembly 
followsd by hearty cheers for the £aiperor, 
Ilobhefort is one of those brass-mouated fel- 
lows npon whom no incident ol this kind 
would have any elleot, Tbo man knew 
very well that he was not in the house of bis 
friendp, and probably consoled himself by 
the reflection that if tho 18,000 voie-s who 
returned him from lbs First Oircumaorip 
lion of PariB ooold have a lair shake at • my 
Lords and Ladies' of the gellorieg and 
beaches aronnd bim they would make abort 
work of (heir laced coats, coclced bats and 
other gewgawa of state. The temper of the 
' roagha ' who oollecled to soa the ehow was 
shown in their treatment of the distinguish- 
ed personages who attend the Emperor on 
all Slats ocoaaioDS. The aritiooratio worth- 
ies ia leaving the palaos were obliged to 
paa3 out of the court iato the Hue do Kivoli 
on lha one aide and tho Qaidol'Eoole oa 
the other. These street were ao jainmed 
with people that the carriages couiaiuiog 
the Lords and Ladies were frequently cbuked 
up and stopped for minutes ai a time, dar- 
ing whioh rough moo and women crowded 
against the wheels and peered impudently 
io at tho windows. At one momeni a knot 
of miaohiovoua Americans, by way of experi- 
ment, started a groan, wbicb the crowd 
quickly caught and cootioned it for some 
iimo, winding up with cheers lor Roohefor'. 
Tho behaviour of tbo dignitaries under all 
this rudeness and insult was o pa tern of 
nonobalance. Thoy were used to it, I »up« 
pose. ^ 

Canadian Mail (Nummary. 

The overland mail brings us two doy.' 
later ezchaDges from tho Dominion. On ibo 
IStb December a conference of the jadges 
was held at the reaideooe of the Chief Jaetics 
of Now Brunswick, to consider the reserved 
points in .Monroe's case. On tho 20th Judge 
Allun informed the prisoner's counsel that 
none of his objcclioos oould be admitted. 
On the 2lat tho sentooco of death was passed 
upon Munroe, the judge, at the same time 
ad ridog him to abandon all hope of mitiga- 
.tinn, The ezeoaiioo bas been fixed lor tba 
loth February. Tho prisoner is tepresoDicd 
as being utterly prostrated. It isitalod that 
ho has not slept tinco the verdict, and thut 
he refuses food. Tho local lofjislaturo was 
in Be!i:iion at St John. An oQicial statomcDi 
of the Post Office Savings Bank for Novam> 
ber shows amount on deposit to ba 82,690,> 
C53 15. Tba statement of the Bank ol 
Montreal ebowg liBbilitios $21,253,248, and 
asset') 329,901,084 21. It wns ropurled that 
Oapt Cameron bad been shot at Kod RiV't, 
but tho report wag generally discredited. 
The Toronto Leader's Ottawa despatch of 
the iBth says : 'It ia not unlikely that vigor- 
ous measures will be tajcan to restore the 
authority of the Hudson Bay Company io 
Iho territory. Ool DjSalnberry vras the 
bearer of a proclamation from the Governor- 
General to Uovernor IMacdougall. There 
eeeros to be no doubt that a reaction bai 
taken place. The English and Scotch half- 
breeds aro dot 'rmined to stand by the Cana- 
dian GoTeniimnit, and Qovornor Macdougall, 
with Survoyor-Uoooral Dennis, is advancing 
at tbo head of a strnag force. It is believed 
that he will moet witti bat little opposition 
and that the a<;itation will soon die out.' 
A diipatob was received at Ottawa from l^lt 
UcDongall on the 2lBt stating that afTairs re- 
mained much the same, and that Colonel 
Danoia' force oonsiaia chiefly of Scotcti and 
English half-breeds. The Leader ofFers the 
lolluwiog remarks upon the aabjeot, tho toeo 
of which would lead one to sospeot that our 
contemporary was in poaeeseion of liter 
news iban ho has poblishod, as wo fail to 
detect anything 'very rnofBuriog' in that; — 
'Tho latest Red River news is not very re- 
assuring. Colonel Dennis, acting upon 
what ioBlrnotiona we do not know, is said to 
hare organized a patty of some 200 Swamp 
Indians and their half-breed rolaiious and 
eotorod upon a campaign to seoure Mr Mac- 
dougall'a onlruneo into Fort Garry. Mr 
lHaodougall is Siid to be a party to the ar- 
rangoment. Captnin Cameron will, of 
coarse, be u leading man in the uodortukiog. 
Wo very muoh questiun lha wiedom of this 
intivomedt. Wa feel oonfident it is not su- 
thurized or eneouraged by the OaoadlaQ 
Uovernment, which as yet has no authority 
Id the territory. Perhaps it is inspired by 
|ihe HadaoD Day Company, with a view to 



getting their £300,000 as soon at poisible. 
In aay oaifp we look upon this arined assault 
npon tbo mVd'Oap Reil and bis associatos 
as exceedingly ill-tiined and daugorouB ; 
though, it ia qnita postiblo, that at this dis- 
tance from the soeoe of action wo may not 
ba able to judge ocrreotly of tlie affair. Of 
this only wa have the slrongost belief, that 
the first shot fired to -take, .Foit Carry by 
forced |n'd ^jhe QhV im of iWoid spilled^Jif 
the venthra' will bo the algbal for a war'bf 
extermination which will extend to tba very 
base of the RooIjj Moantaios. Wo ahull 
be e'ad to find thai the latest published nows 
aball prove to be incorrect. Of oouisa, our 
government has no oontrol over the Hudson 
Bay OompaDy people, and if Mr Mt^Tavish 
had been impriflonod by the insurgonlB there 
would, CO doubt, be a strong local fesling 
aroused, in which our reprcsontaiives on Jhe 
border might feel they were suniciently in- 
terested to take hand. We can only hope 
that nothing rash will ba done : although we 
all know that Mrs ilaodougall himself ia 
often impradeoti .that Captain Camerou is 
exceedingly hot-hiaded, and that Colonel 
Dennh has no Binairworlike ambition. Con- 
cilliatory meosnres, and not Iho sbeddioK ol 
blood, are what is required. Tha insurrection 
could have been put down by concilliation, 
we are satisOed. We are not so ceituiu that 
the ut et armlt policy will provo quite bo ef- 
fective. But we shall see what wo shall 
see.' Tijo Dominion Parliament bas buen 
eominooeJ to meet for the despatch of bnei- 
neas on the 15lh February. Tho Ontario 
Pisrliamant waa to have been prurogiied on 
the 31st Deoembet.
